".\ sitrn of till' (' \ t.i net ion of re« 
liirious .mil politii-al hatreils in Ire- 
land is Ihe friendship between 
Catholic priests and Protestant min- 
isters. Kornierly it would have been 
impossiblf for them to know each 
other. Now a Protestant mbilMer 
works In public movements with 
Catholic clergymen just as they do 
here.

His Eminence Cardinal Satolli died 
in hia palace at Rome early last 
Sa:tuTday mondng. Hla deatii had 
been expeoted for several weeks, 
yet the news of Ills demise eaused 
general regret throughout the Cath- 
olic world. Pope Pius X. was the 
friend end admirer of Cardinal 
Satolli, and when he learned that he 
was dying sent him the Papal bless- 
inp. 

Cardinal .SiiloHi was 'born near 
I'Miipia. ItJily. in is:t!». As a hoy lie 
v\'as devout, vet ainhitions to Icflirn. 
He was u pieat friend of the late 
l.eo XIII. even before he lu-eaiiie 
Pope. In 1888 he was « rcated tftuiar 
Hishop of Lepanto and ean«n of St. 
.lohn Leteran. In 1893 Pope Leo 
sent Monsignor Satolli to the United 
States as hla representative to t^e 
Worlil's Congress of Religions nt the 
Columbian Kxposiition in Chicago. So 
well did he iicciiii* biiuself as a dip- 
lomat that Pope I.eti XIII. made him 
the first Papal Delepate to tlic 
I'liited Slates. In fillin;.' this iiii- 
poitant )ios1 he slioued rare diplo- 
matii- >Kill aid straightened out 
iiian\ tanple-. iK'tweeii Church anil 
State. I'poii his recall to liiMue he 
was created Cardinal and was made 
Prefect of the Congregation of 
.Studies. 

One of the Rome correspondents 
has had the temerity to say that 
Pope PIiw X. would not" have accept- 
ed the Papney had tt iwt been for 

the ;idvire of Cardinal .Satolli. 
other correHpomie-it writes that the 
decensed prelale m.ide his will iiiuler 
<lat-e of .liine L'"., and that his entire 
estate is left to a relative. Till 
will pi'iffect the will in i'om|ili:ui 
wHth the h»ws of the Italian <ii)vern 
luent. Iiiit pri\ate instructions were 
left re<|ues>tinp the heir to diviile tbe 
projicnty among several benevoletut.

'Ilie Most l!e\. .lolin Ireland, .\rch- 
hisho|i of Ht. Paul, liciird the news 
of the Cjirdinal's death from news- 
paper reporters. He said: '"In the 
death of Francis Satolli the College 
of CanVnals loses a distinguished 
member, the Catholic church a de- 
vote<I servant, the I nited Stales » 
s.vnijsxtbetic and fnilhful friend. I 
am deeply grieved nt his death." 

Archbishop John .M. Farley pave 
out this stnlciuent: "I pei-onally 
feel very sorr,\ for the death of Car- 
dinal S:itoHi 1 had known him siiuP 
be fir^i i-.ime to this country, and 
enjoxed his friendship to tlic end. I 
eoniiiler -thai the I'niled Stales has 
h.*! <i pieat friend in the iKissinp of 
the Canlinal. He understood the 
count rv «nd its institutions very 
thoroughly and had the greatest 
respect for them." 

'ITve .XrcWbishop also referred to 
the kind treaitment American visit- 
ors In Rome always received at the 
hands of the late Cardinal.

I'he Kngllsh House of Lords, as a 
legislative institution, is totally un- 
like and apart from the many sec- 
ond chambers known to the parlia- 
ments of the world. It Is distinctly 
Knplish: it was ereiilcd in Knplaiid 
and for llnplanil. If ICnpland wants 
rds who have |>ower to regulate 
taxation, the choice is her own. 

Oil the other hand . I relaml hns 103 
representatives in the Knplish House 
of Coniinoiis, anil they arc elected hy 
the |>eople of Ireland, whether they 
serve the country's interests or 
itherwise, and Ireland under the act 
if tmton of 1800 is also represented 
l>y twenty-eight Peers in the House 
f liorda. 

The oripliwl twenty-eight were 
chosen by all the titled persons in 
Ireland, immediately after the pass- 
ape of that act llii .years apo. Since 
then the twenty-eipht Lords have 
been the represeii t a I i m's of their 
own order; as a natural coiiseiiuencc 
not a man amoiip them luis ever 
been in sympathy willi the jieoplc of 
the country. Not one on tho list 
could secure an elei-lion to a District 
C-Olincil or a Poor Law Hoard. Yet 
these are the people's rc|)rescnta- 
tires in the Hoiiee of Lords, 

Lord Dimboyne is a junior Butler 
of the Ormond family; Lord 
Incblquin is an O'Brien, and Lord 
Mayo a Burke and related to the 
infamous Lord Clanrickarde. Nupcut 
is the family name of Lord West- 
iiK'iith, and a Dillon is now Ijord 
Cloiilii'ook. Lord Dunalley's an- 
cestor, who sold his country for a 
Pcerape. was Harry Pirtle. liowley 
the family name of Lord l.onp- 
nl.

It is known to perhaps very few 
Anieiicnns lha' ilie sign of the cross 
has iilaxed a very important part in 
the hlstoiy of our civil war. Yet it 
saved a whole detachment of Con- 
federate troops and did mnch In de- 
eiding the battle of Bull Run, July 
21, 1861. It was on the eve of the 
great struggle for the control of the 
vicinity of the national capital. Gen. 
Smith was too late to receive the 
pass- word. He knew that any at- 
tempt to approach his own army 
In darkness would expose his division 
to a murderotis lire, while If he tar- 
ried till mornluK he would cerlalnly 
fall into, the haiuU of the Federal 
army. To save his nun. he asked if 
one of theni would willingly fare 
death for hi.s comrades.
